OSTRICH. FARMING. 


The Tres recently gave some ac- 
count of a projected ostrich-growing 
enterprise in Southern California, and 
We 
now note the’ arrival—probably from 
the Cape of Good “Hope—of twenty- 
two of these curious and valuable birds 


at New York, where they have been. 


placed in the Central Park temporari- 
ly, pending the selection by their own- 
er of a suitable place for ostrich 
farm somewhere in the United States. 
A cotemporary says: 

The experiment of ostrich farming 
is soon laf be tried in New York State. 
A German has imported: twenty-two 
birds and proposes to test the advan- 
tages of this country for their breed- 
ing. Ile thinks the Southern States 
offer the best opportunities for ostric h 
farms. 

We think there is no doubt but 
California and Arizona are suited 


to.the rearing of this profitable bird. 


We. have had conversation with a gen-. 


tleman who has resided at Cape Town, 
Africa, in the vicinity of the famous 
ostrich farms of the Cape of Good 
Hope, where he made himself ac- 
quainted with the nature, habits, con- 
stitution and culture of the ostrich; 
and he expressed to us his confident 
belief that the bird would do well in, 
the latitude of Los Angeles and Santa 
Barbara, where ‘ the climate is 
not essentially different from 
that of. South Africa. It is 
a@ common mistake to suppose 
that the ostrich requires a hot, sandy 
plain to live upon. The grown bird 
will stand a reasonable degree of cold 
and dampness ; itis only the young 
that are especially tender. They are 
about like young turkeys as to en- 
durance, and have to be cared for and 
sheltered till they are a month or so 
old, when they become e-<cugslied 
hardy. 

The business of rearing ioueitehes. 
both for breeding purposes. and for 
their feathers, has grown to large pro- 
portions in Cape Colony. We learn 


- from a United States Consular report 


of 100. rooms engaged for the winter, | 


that the number of domesticated 
ostriches in the colony has 
increased from about eighty id 1565 


- to more than ninety-six thousand in 


1879; that the total amount of capital 
invested in the business is not less 
than eight million pounds sterling, 
and that the total value of the feathers 
produced yearly amounts to $4,500,- 
000. The value of a full-grown bird 
is from $200 to $250, and of 
a chick one month old ~ about 
$50. The gross value of the feathers 
produced by each bird is $150 every 
sixteen manths, or about $112 per an- 
num. The gross income derived from 
thé chicks produced by one pair of 
birds is from $2000 to $3000 per an- 
num, a pair of parents rearing ordina- 
rily from forty. to sixty chicks in 
twelve months.. The birds are 
plucked for their feathers at 
the age of six or eight months, and 
every succeeding seven to nine months. 
Each wing of the matured bird pro- 
duces twenty-five long white feathers, 
each feather being worth, even at the 
Cape, at least $5; and our informant 
states that he was unable to buy the 
feathers, even by the bale, any cheaper 
in South Africa than they could be 
procured in London. 

These facts, which are derived from } 
reliable and authoritative sourves 
show how enormously profitable the 
business of ostrich-growing has be- 
come. Notwithstanding the large in- 
crease in the production of feathers 
during the last fifteen years, 
it ‘appears that the price of plumes 
still keeps up, showing that the de- 
mand has fully .kept pace with the 
supply. Itis reasonable to conclude 
that this will continue to be the case, 
since the ostrich plume, like the seal- 
skin sacque, has achieved a pern.anent 
place among the elegant fashions of 
the day, and is no longer subject to 
the same caprices which cause violent 
and sudden fluctuations in so many 
articles of fashionable female apparel. 

The attempt to plant this unige and 
interesting industry in the United 

tates will be watched with interest. 
It is within the possibilities for it to 
yet become a-great interest in Cali- 
fornia, where, ‘without doubt, the 
ostrich would multiply and thrive.
